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SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book entitled Total Abuse - Collected Writings 1984- 1995 \s classified as 
objectionable. 

This is because it promotes and supports the exploitation of children and young 
persons for sexual purposes; the use of violence to force persons to submit to sexual 
conduct; sexual conduct with a dead person; the use of urine and excrement in 
association with degrading, dehumanising and sexual conduct (rape, torture and 
abuse); bestiality; and acts of torture and the infliction of extreme violence and extreme 
cruelty. 

The book comprises a series of newsletters spanning a decade. The author is a 
proponent of a rampant anarchy based on misogynyst and racist tenets. He 
salaciously describes and reviews reportage of real crimes, particularly focusing on 
those crimes involving the torture, rape and sexual abuse of children and women. 

Given that the book is intended to titillate and entertain the reader, as well as 
addressing them directly and enticing them to gain gratuitous pleasure from the brutal 
crimes committed by others, these activities are considered to be promoted and 
supported. This consideration overrides the rights and freedoms to access this 
material as outlined under the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
